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1. Attached is a schedule showing the man-hours expended by the 
War Plans Staff for training of the U. S. Armed Forces during CY 1959. 
This has been broken down into four categories: Lecture, Lecture 
Preparation, Administration, and Travel. In aU cases, the time has 
been computed on the basis of an eight- hour working day. In certain 
instances, notably travel, the amount of time has exceeded eight hours; 
however, since it has not exceeded one calendar day, it is shown as 
only eight hours.
